Edge In Britain

LONDON — (ZP)— Britain’s elec­ 
tion campaign ends tonight

It screeched to a halt, however,

the special session.

Bassett 
(R- 
Jackson), introducer of the bill 
was defeated in a move to stiffen 
the penalties of the bill. 
He sought to provide a fine of 
from $50 to $100 and a m anda­ 
tory five to 90-day sentence as 
well as loss of deer license privi­ 
leges for three years. 
As the measure passed, it pro­ 
vides a $10 to $100 fine or up to 
90 days in jail or both. 
Virtually no 
debate 
preceded 
votes on the private banking bill 
in both houses.

Coloma) registered a mild protest 
at the speed with which the m ea­ 
sure was becoming law.

As casualties neared epidemic 
proportions and the 
poisonings 
became known generally, the hos­ 
pital was swamped with patients. 
Hospital Supt. Frank Wilson said 
about 75 persons who had drunk 
bootleg liquor became hysterical 
and rushed in with only imagin­ 
ary symptoms of wood 
alcohol 
poisoning. But more than IOO oth­ 
ers showed actual symptoms. 
Methyl alcohol often is used to

Strengthens National Defense 
T 
WO atomic explosions were reported in 
Monday’s newspapers. Both were test 
bombs, one in 
Russia and the other at 
the American testing grounds near Las 
Vegas, Nevada. The two explosions bear 
ominous foreshadows of a horrible atomic 
war. 
The American atomic explosion was a 
puny one but its portent is none the less 
cause for much satisfaction in this coun­ 
try. It means, if the evaluation of experts 
is truly reliable, that a w a y has been found 
to utilize atomic powder in tactical war 
fare. 
Until the detonation of a small bomb at 
Las Vegas this week, atomic weapons were 
available for large scale strategic use, pri 
manly on enemy cities. 
Now' it appears 
that we have developed weapons that can 
be controlled for use against comparatively 
small targets, such as advancing 
enemy 
troops or perhaps a single building or war 
plant. 
The announcement of the explosion of 
the third Russian atomic bomb means, of 
course, that Soviet Russia, too, is speeding 
its own development of atomic weapons. 
The success of the Russian experiments 
poises a threat ol considerable magnitude 
to American cities in the event of World 
War II. 
Even conceding that the full scope of 


Low Cost Air 
Service Debated 
NEXT month at Nice. France, the inter­ 
national airlines will meet to discuss 
the proposed 1952 inauguration of air tour­ 
ist class service between 
Europe and 
America. 
In Bermuda last spring, the principle of 
tourist service was accepted by these lines. 
But they set autumn of 1952 as a starting 
date, and left to subcommittees such de­ 
tails as fares, seating densities, and flight 
frequencies. 
The U. S. Civil Aeronautics Board was 
on record for the general proposal. But it 
found itself unable to approve the ultimate 
recommendations of the International Air 
Transport Association. It argued that sug­ 
gested flight frequencies and seating densi­ 
ties were inadequate to promote the kind 
of traffic volume needed to make the serv­ 
ice pay. 
In September the lines met once more 
in London. And here IO carriers, while still 
voicing adherence to the 
“principle” 
of 
tourist flights, blocked action on the pend­ 
ing plan. 
It was a renewal of opposition 
they had exhibited continuously until the 
•Bermuda session. 
At this point Pan American World Air­ 
ways stepped forward to declare that, re­ 
gardless of opposition, it 
would 
launch 
low-fare .tourist service to Europe 
next 
April I. It fixed $225 as the one-way price 
to London, 
compared with the existing 
$395 first-class rate. A round trip would 
cost $405. Comparable reductions to other 
countries were promised. 
It was fitting that Pan American should 
take the lead in forcing action, since it was 
the original proponent 
of 
trans-Atlantic 
tourist service. Pan Am's president, Juan 
Trippe, urged the move as far back as Sep­ 
tember, 1948. and has hammered it stead­ 
ily since. 
The company now operates a 
successful tourist service to Puerto Rico, 
Bermuda and parts of South America. 
Everyone interested in wider travel for 
more people at lower cost, in broader in­ 
ternational education and understanding, 
in expansion of Europe’s dollar-earning 
opportunities, must hope Pan 
American 
succeeds in establishment this service, and 
that present opponents of the plan have a 
change of heart at Nice—or thereafter. 
ECA and finance ministries and travel 
associations in Britain, France and other 
nations 
are 
among those who see in a 
promised enlargement of the tourist trade 
a superb chance to swell Europe's scanty 
dollar supplies.

WASHINGTON—A vitally important ar­ 
gument over European defense strategy is

suggested a way to take the offensive in 
the psychological war with the Kremlin 
namely, recruit military age refugees from 
behind the Iron Curtain into a volunteer 
legion 
Eisenhower believes that up to 100,000 
men—three to five divisions—could be re 
cruited from Russian, Czech, Polish, Bal­ 
tic and Balkan escapees. Most of these men 
left Iron Curtain countries because they 
hate 
Communism, and Eisenhower be­ 
lieves the existence of such a legion would 
be further inducement 
for 
Cominform 
troops to desert. 
He received a dash of cold water, how­ 
ever. from London and Washington. The 
British, who support refugee committees of 
their own, are opposed to a large fighting 
force independent of the foreign 
office; 
and the foreign legion Ike proposes would 
be equipped, armed, and trained 
largely 
by the United States. 
Another objection is that the refugees’ 
fanatic hatred could not be controlled and 
might erupt into war as soon as rifles are 
issued. At one conference the British rep­ 
resentative frankly said: “We fought one 
war to liberate Eastern Europe, and our 
cities were bombed out for it. We are not 
anxious to start another war.” 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, U. S. army chief 
of staff, was also skeptical when he con­ 
ferred with Eisenhower recently. He said 
the joint chiefs of staff have no faith in

tato in the earlier negotiations and the two 
sides are no closer to agreement now than 
they were then. 
The .United Nations negotiators, directed 
by Gen. Ridgway, have long insisted that 
no truce is possible if the Reds insist upon 
the 38th parallel as the demarcation zone. 
The 38th parallel is a geographical line but 
it is in no sense a military line. The ad­ 
vantage. from a military viewpoint, is all 
with the Reds, since the 
Allies 
cannot 
properly defend their positions immediate­ 
ly below the parallel. 
At the very least, the UN will insist up­ 
on a demarcation line that can be defend­ 
ed. one that includes at least a portion of 
the territory in North Korea marked by 
the advance of the UN armies.

Radioactive 
isotopes—the ma­ 
terial used in cancer research— 
are shipped in From Oak Ridge, 
Tenn. 
They first go to the Pre­ 
paration Room, where 
they 
are 
stored in a massive concrete vault 
with a lead door. 9 
It is here that the isotopes are 
prepared for use. 
Skilled 
per­ 
sonnel 
take 
the highly-concen­ 
trated material and dilute it into 
required 
strengths. 
Then 
they 
put it in storage chambers—en­ 
closed with inch-thick lead doors 
—inside stainless 
steel 
contain­ 
ers.

storage 
chambers 
are 
pass-through compartments. They 
open at both ends. 
The 
other 
end is in the Issue Room, where 
the radioactive isotopes are dis­ 
tributed as needed.

how to get rid of waste isotopes. 
Previously, they’d 
always 
been 
buried in the earth or carried out

paint can be stripped off easily. 
The floors have two layers of 
tarred felt covered with asphalt 
tile which is quickly removable. 
All plumbing is easily accessible, 
too. 
Many of the ideas for construct­ 
ing the $575,000 Clinic are those 
of the director, Dr. Shields War­ 
ren, pathologist and director of 
the Atomic Energy Commission’s 
Division of Biology and Medicine. 
“Radioactive 
substances,”

says, 
“have helped around the 
fringes, but so far not materially 
in the central part of treatment 
of cancer and allied diseases. As 
a tool, however, I know of no 
scientific advance equal to it for

Dear Editor: 
The most expensive idea in the 
world, as everybody knows, 
is 
that there always must be wars. 
Perhaps the next most expensive 
idea, as everybody does not know, 
is that cats must run at large. 
The 
eminent 
conservationist 
Hornaday estimated that each va­ 
grant cat costs the public $5,000, 
on account of its destruction 
of 
valuable birds. It should be noted 
that the trouble is not cats, but 
their running loose. 
Cats 
kill 
mostly nestlings and 
fledglings, 
which are fed enormous quantities 
of insects when it is most impor­ 
tant to check insects. 
Cats have 
especially been wiping 
out the 
“economically perfect,” 
song-in­ 
sectivorous 
birds—for 
example, 
Thrushes, Orioles, Warblers, Kill­ 
deer, Quail, and a long list of oth­ 
ers. 
These native 
birds 
nest, 
sleep, and teed on or 
near 
the 
ground, in obscure places, 
and 
while helpless or absorbed in in­ 


is a lucky insect that escapes, but 
where birds are scarce it 
is 
a 
lucky plant that survives. 
Little 
hope would there be for mankind 
were it not for the birds.”

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‘Ma’m’Is Key Word In The WAF 
Where Officers Are Ladies

The 1,000 enlisted WAFs taking 
their eight weeks of basic train­ 
ing at Lackland Air Force Base 
southwest of San 
Antonio

dim view of my trying to march 
with them—might spoil their ap­ 
pearance. 
So I got up—fell out, I mean—at 
4 a. rn., and stood by while they 
showed how it should be done. 
You must leave 
the 
barracks 
ready at any time for white glove 
inspection. Bed made so tight you 
can bounce a dime on it. Then 
it’s a dash outside 
for 
morning 
reveille in the gray of the morning. 
I walked with two WAF lieu­ 
tenants up and down 
the 
rigid 
lines of airmen in their dress uni­ 
form.

How much strict­ 
er can you get when you write 
down on a clipboard that one air­ 
man wore her stocking seams on 
the outside when regulations say 
they should be worn on the inside? 
That they are straight is taken for 
granted. 
Lt. Col. Della J. Angst, com­ 
manding officer of the WAF basic 
training group, says this drill busi­ 
ness is just one part of the train­ 
ing program. Gets them used to 
group living. 
For the rest of the day we went 
to a class in leadership, took a 
guided tour through a C-99 air­ 
plane, went to the medical build­ 
ing for typhoid 
shots, 
met 
the 
Chaplain, went to a class on per­ 
sonal Appearance, went to an ex­ 
hibit of clay models showing the 
different kinds of work open to an 
airman, went to a class on citizen­ 
ship and another on math. 
In between times 
the 
airmen 
march to classes with the guiding 
white-gloved hand of their flight 
chief. But there are 
no 
white 
gloves on those commands. 
You learn mighty quick to say 


“m a’m ” and to salute an officer. 
The 46 ladies of the First Offi­ 
cers Training school of the Wo­ 
men’s Air Force, are “ladies” be­ 
cause they already 
have 
their 
commissions. Any WAF officer is 
a lady. 
These OTS ladies were directly 
commissioned from civilian life as 
first or second 
lieutenants 
and 
then brought to Lackland for eight 
weeks of training to find out what 
military life is all about. 
Two days with them, and I found 
out this much: You can’t be lazy; 
you must think and you must con­ 
due,t yourself like a lady. 
The only drill was in the after­ 
noon at the class for 
voice 
and 
command. That’s where we prac­ 
ticed on each other saying “to the 
rear, ma-harch!” About one-third 
of the ladies were from the south, 
and that command in the second 
week of training was still coming 
out: “To the reah, ma-ach.” And in 
a soft little voice, at that. 
Must Learn To Command 
But the ladies have got to learn 
how to command if they become 
squadron leaders as the Air Force 
wants them to be. 
Classes are 
on . administration, 
management and plain old current 
affairs. “How strong is Russia” 
was the topic for a student panel. 
The argum ent drifted to whether 
the Russian people were happy. 
The commanding officer of the 
WAF training group, Lt. Col. Del­ 
la J. Angst, a short, brown-eyed 
bundle of energy, said her trainees 
got essentially the same program 
as the men. 
“Women who join the Air Force 
are serious; they want the educa­ 
tional advantages. They 
compete 


with men, and it’s good for the 
men. The meh work harder so they 
won’t let a woman get ahead o f 
them. And the women 
say 
‘I’ll 
show them.1 
The enlisted WAF may be any­ 
where between 18 and 35 years of 
age, unmarried, have no depend­ 
ents under 18 years of 
age 
and 
have a high school diploma. 
Eventually the Air Force hopes 
to have 40,000 enlisted airmen and 
officers in the Women’s Air Force. 
It has about 4,000 now.
